A total of 
56 pupils 
were 
treated at the hospital for pos­ 
sible food poisoning. Hospital 
authorities said the students who 
were ill had eaten sea food dur­ 
ing day. Others, who reported 
eating roast beef, were unaf­ 
fected. 


The buses reached the hospital 
at 2:30 a.m. today. About 40 
pupils were detained and the 
remainder boarded three of the 
buses for home. 


Members of the T r e v o s e 
Heights Rescue Squad and Bris­ 
tol Borough police assisted at 
the hospital. 


But when the buses reached 
the turnpike bridge across the 
Delaware River, again a num­ 
ber of the youngsters aboard 
became ill. 


Return To Hospital 


Two ambulances from the En­ 
deavor Rescue Squad of Bur­ 
lington, N. J. were summoned 
and returned the pupils to the 
hospital. 


All 56 finally were released. 
The fourth bus left the hospital 
at 5:45 this morning. 


The 186 pupils and nine teach­ 
ers had spent Friday at a re­ 
sort 
hotel, 
and headed back 
home late in the evening. When 
the first pupils became ill, it 
was believed they were car sick 
but the number affected grew 
rapidly.

Eight of the victims, includ­ 
ing a family of four and moth­ 
er and her two sons and a 
niece, were killed in two homes 
which were crushed as though 
stepped on by a giant. 


At least four persons were 
hospitalized with critical to ser­ 
ious injuries, and a number of 
others suffered minor injuries. 


Striking just after 
nightfall 
from a mass of thunderstorms 
the

was not serious enough to war­ 
rant “ warning” treatment, the 
twister 
demolished 
several 
houses and damaged many oth­ 
ers in a 100-square yard area. 
Power was knocked out over a

when used properly under m ed­ 
ical supervision, but dangerous 
when misused for “ kicks” or as 
a psychological crutch. 
"T h ere are huge illicit s a p s 
of these d ru gs,” it said. "They 
contribute to criminal behavior 
especially among juveniles and 
young adu lts.”
